periods of time varying from wadta 
and months to ten years; these ipen. 
having no "friends 'at court" or any- 
where else, with no money to oom- 
■and the aanricaa of a n a 
were aiaipiy ioat w^m ontaii 

From the legal Wewpoint. the snb- 
and adaptine I jcct of parole has been unduly com- 
plicated by the many changes that 
have been made in the statutes; at 
preaent the proviaions of the law 
which have been on the statato bookh 
for aeveral years, are as f<rilows: 
(I) No application can be filed for 
parole until after a prisoner has 
been confined in one of the penal in- 
stitutions of this atate for at lea.st 
half of the awtaaee imposed apon 
liim bv the eawrt \m vliiek ka vaa 
convicted- 

(2) The person convietcd for life, 
or sentenced for stiztcen yearn or 
longer, shall not be allowed to apply 
for parole until fight >eara af U* 
sentence have elapsed. 

(3) .\ previous conviction to a 
county jail adds six months to the 
minimum term, while each previous 
conviction to the penitentiary adds 
a year u> the time he must aerve be- 
fore he is privileged to file aa appli- 
cation (or parole. 

(4) Snch prisoner ia allowed a 
commutation ("good time") of seven 
days in each month the first year of 
his confinement, eij;ht days the see 
oud year and ten dayti the third year 
and after aa a toward of food eon- 
duct. 

(5) If the Board of Charitiea and 

f'orrcctions wishes to ijiaiit the pa- 
lolt— which is not considered as a 
csted right «f At priaonar, but as 
a matter of grace extended to him 
by the governor in writing, giving 
not onl> i!ic iirisoner'a record while 
servitip hi, >ciitenoe, but the result 
of the hoard's investigation of the 
man's record previous to his convic- 
tion, together with a contract for 
employmaat hy a rapatahla paraoa, 
and the asanranco of a home in a 
reputable family. If the governor 
approves the parole, it is given the 
prisoner, and he is provided, at the 
expttiae of tha aowaoawaalth, with 
a iait of flMitm, troiwportation to 
the county in which he secured em- 
ployment, and $5 in cash. 

No part of the work of the board 
has shown ao complete a revaraal 
of pohcjr ak w» ayatom of graatiag 
of parolea.

PIGS TO HAVE PROMINCIICE 
JiT vEllill PMIM C^MVUIIOh 

Realizing that the hog is coming 
upy a more important plnce in 
Kentucky's farming industry, the 
College of iVgriculture making 
plana to give special atlaWM to 
practically aQ leases of porfc i«o- 
duction in the general program of 
the tenth annual Farm and Home 
Convention to ba held at Lexington 
January 31 and Febroary 1, 2 and 3, 
ioeotdiag to M aaaooaoaaMnt from 
(Qa eoSsfs. J. P. Phillips, vice pres- 
ident aAd treasurer of the Birming- 
ham Packing Company, Birmingham, 
Ala., win be one of the principal 
speakers on the swine program that 
will be held Wediiesday, February 1, 
according to the announcement. 

In order to kelp farmers with 
their hog faadiag, breeding and 
slaughtering problema, Mr. Phillips 
will give a demonstration and lecture 
which will follow the life of the pig 
from the time he is one . month old 
through feed lot, maAet, slatigfater 
house, ^ ^<#ting m»k Otuing pro- 
cess and finally to the consumer. In 
view of the tact that Mr. Philhps 
has had wide ex|ierience in the live- 
stock and dressed meat business, his 
demonstration and lecture are ex- 
pected to be of considerable value to 
farmers of the state. 

Following this lecture and demon- 
stmtioa, W. D. Nicholls. head of the 
farm management of the college, will 
give an address on "The Place 4t the 
Hog in Profitable Farm Management 
in Kentucky." He will he followed 
by Neil Jones, a swine s|)ecialixt of 
Washington Court House, Ohio, who 
will discuss swine feeding piwlems 
with the fanners. 

"I'he Relation of Livestock to the 
Maintenance of Soil Fertility," will 
be j£aaaaaed by George Boberts, 
head at the agronomy repartafmi of 
the college, after which H. G. Sel- 
lards, swine field agent of the insti- 
tution, will discus.o swine conditlMs 
in Eastern Kentucky. > 
The meeting of those interested in 
pork production will be concluded 
with a meeting of the Ketttdcky 
Swine Bn'eders' .\ssociation. at 
which Williurn Collins, of North Mid- 
dletown, and president of the organ- 
ization, will preside.

increase of at least one-tliird 
in the acreage of grasses and leg- 
nnied #rown in the state and a cor- 
re^>tftubng daeieasa in the aera^t* 
cultivated oropa should result in in- 
creased profits for Kentucky farm- 
ers during the coming year, accord- 
ing to a recommendation made by 
the soils and crops departntent of 
the College of AgriouHnre. Much 
of the soil in the 6,000,000 acres 
that are being plowed each year to 
produce cultivated crops is too poor 
to produce paying yields, specialists 
of the department say.

THE RURAL MAIL iOX 

What is the coaditi<lia of the ap- 
proach to your mail boxt Is it in 
good shape for the winter? Section 
827 of the postal laws and regula- 
tions says "that each mail box shall 
be erected in such n position that it 
is easily accessible for tlie delivery 
and collection of mail by the carrier 
wittont leaving his conveyance and 
that patrons shall keep alear the ap- 
proaches to their boxes by prompt- 
ly removing obstructions which may 
render difficult t>r impossible the de- 
livwry of mail by the carrier." 

From the reading of this section 
it is plain that the department does 
not intend that there shall he drift- 
ed snow or a mudhole in frdik H tta 
box. Patrons sometimaa woadar 
why the mral oarrior dooaa't saaa 
to have the smooth even temper that 
it is expected he should have. A 
glance at the approach of the mail 
box will in ipany oasea solve the 
mystery. If that* 'ia a rat or a mud- 
hole he can't be h^ppy as he sees 
the life gruUnd out of a nice new 
set of tires or the last bit of energy 
taken out of his already tired horse. 

Once in a while you will meet a 
patron who puts ap the axlptaaat 
that the carrier is paid for his 
woiic and that he should get out of 
his conveyance where the approach 
is not in good condition and thus 
avoid cutting a ru'.. This is not ex- 
pected by the department and 
causes great delay to the mail, to 
say nothing of the unnecessary 
phyaieal axartioa. 

Did you ever atop to think that 
you are entitled to yonr mail just 
a^ soon as the carrier can get it to 
yout So is your ueighbor who lives 
Ayild yon oa tSa toiU. Il^on want 
your mail quickly. So does he. A 
little delay because of a poor ap- 
proach makes the service just that

milk csa save about 110 a ton on 
tVeir seed By buying the ingpredients 
and mixing it themselves instead of 
purolxasing mixed or balanced oom- 
mareial feeda, according to sugges- 
tiona oAarad by membaia of tho aa* 
imal hnabandry department of tho 
College of Agriculture on the winter 
feeding of dairy cows. On the other 
hand, farmers who are selling cream 
on the butterfat basis cannot afford 
to buy grain and in ordier to feed 
cows economically, maot aOO tfcoe e 
raised on the farm. 

A ration which has given good re- 
sults ia feeding trials and one that 
can be mixed rvadily at home is 
composed of 500 pounds of ^hipstuff, 
.500 pounds of hommy meal, corn- 
meal or cracked com and 200 
pounds of cottonseed meaL Oil 
meal can be substituted for tbe cot- 
tonseed meal or 100 pounds of each 
may be used. Ufany successful feed- 
ers eliminate the diificnlty of mix- 
ing the feeds by emptying a few 
hags of each into aeparate feed bozas 
and then using a measure holding 
about two pounds of feed. In this 
way, the quantity of each ingredient 
can be measured as the cow is fed. 

For every three to three and one- 
lialf pounds of milk that she pro- 
duces in a day, the cow shonid re- 
ceive about one pound of this feed 
as u daily ration, according to the 
specialists. A cow producing three 
gallons of milk, or about 25 pounds, 
daily would receive abeat eight 
poiinds of grain. In addition, she 
-liould be supplied with from 10 to 
1.5 pounds of clover hay and 30 
pounds of silage each day or all of 
any good roughage she will eat. 

Distance from the market is the 
limiting factor which makes it un- 
lirofitable for the farmer who is sell- 
ing cream to buy grain for his cows, 
the specialists say. Because of dis- 
tanoa from the market, farmora do- 
iiiA: (his kind of bnshtess have no 
place to dispose of whole milk and 
the can of cream they occasionally 
can take to town does not insure a 
profit if grain is purchased to pro- 
ilnce it. _
